lly the breaking of a cage rope two men 
w e re instantly killed in a coal m ine at Ln 
Salle, III., yesterday. 
Business failures in the United States with­ 
in the last year foot up $131,772,503. of which 
$74,OOO.OCO have occurred w ithln.the Inst three 
m onths. 
Young Granice, who killed 
Madden at 
Kresno and was sentenced to im prisonment 
for life, is likely to secure a new tria'. 
The steamers Ancon, Fidellter, Monterey 
a n d Salinas leave San Francisco to-day for 
th e Southern coast. 
Gov. Allen, of Ohio, will take the stum p for 
th e Pennsylvania Democracy. 
A London dispatch says a num ber of ship­ 
wrecks are reported, with the loss of twenty 
lives. The weather continues tempestuous. 
There are intim ations th at the President 
will take a very decided position in his mes­ 
sage to Congress with respect to th e recogni­ 
tion of the Cuban belligeients. These rumors 
have their origin in sources friendly to the 
Cuban Insurgents. 
Information has been received at the State 
Department that the Internecine war In Libe­ 
ria, known as tho Palm as rebellion, is ended, 
and that the colored government has been 
entirely uble to sustain itself. This Is the first 
serious difficulty that the experimental gov- 
em inen t has had to contend with. 
W. Delay, who was convicted of the murder 
of Capt. Lawrence on board of a schooner in 
Long island sound, has been sentenced to be 
hanged on the 10th of December. 
The Medico-Legal Society of New York has 
t a k e n steps towords forming a complete 11- 
braryof all accessible books on Medical Juris­ 
prudence. The want of such a library is felt 
there by botli lawyers and doctors. 
B arnum’s hotel, New York, has closed for 
w ant of patronage. 
The East river bridge, to conuect New York 
with Brooklyn, was comm enced in January, 
1870. It was to be completed in six yenrs, at 
a cost not exceeding *10,000.000. Thus far the 
work has cost $5,800,000. Engineer Itobotlng 
says the bridge will not be completed before 
1879, and at least 810,000,000 more will bo re- 
ciuired. The work is progressing slowly. 
The incline of the Cairo * Vincennes rail­ 
road, on the Illinois side of the Ohio river, is 
completed, and the tirst cars were transferred 
to-day from the Iron Mountain railroad. This 
completes an unbroken line, without change, 
from Galveston to New York. 
Troops left Chicago yesterday for Bert hold, 
expecting trouble at the Agency from hostile 
Indians. About 1,000 are camped In the vi­ 
cinity, and tlireaten to burn ttie Agency. 
The officers of the Illinois Central railroad 
deny the report of a consolidation between 
their road and the Jackson routo to New Or­ 
leans. 
Attorney-General Pierrepont lias teeeived 
a letter from Gov. Ames, of Mississippi, in 
which he thanks Judge Pierrepont for send­ 
ing to the State a special agent, by whose ex­ 
ertions and good Judgment all trouble here­ 
tofore threatened, arising out of the political 
campaign, has subsided. The Governor says 
th a t those politically opposed to him, if he 
would disband the military he has organized 
there, would be for an election without vio­ 
lence. 
, 
Johnny Tuers, the minstrel who killed Jas. 
M. Dowling in San Francisco in 1873, has been 
acquitted on the ground th a t tho shooting 
was accidental.

that all applicants are exam ined in 
the follow ing studies: 
Grammar, or­ 
thography, 
arithm etic, 
geography, 
United States history, defining, physi­ 
ology, natural philosophy, School Law 
of California, 
Constitution 
of the 
United States and of California, pen­ 
m anship, natural history, m usic, read­ 
ing and drawing; that eighty-five per 
cent, is required for a first grade certi­ 
ficate, eighty for a second grade, and 
seventy-live for a third grade; that 
third grade certificates are not given 
to gentlem en; th atone-half tho teach­ 
ers fronv'other States fail in these ex­ 
am inations; and lastly that in all the 
populous counties < I California the 
supply of teachers is alw ays in excess 
of the demand.

Like all great men, ‘Professor Steen 
had a profound admiration for woman, 
nnd this led him into terrible scrapes. 
He first married a woman of the town, 
fair, frail and foolish. 
H e claimed 
that he desired to reform her, lmt lie 
made very foolish attempts, and in 
eight days she returned to her old 
haunts. 
Her description of Steen’s 
neglect and inattention would harrow 
the soul of a m onk or curdle the blood 
of un anchorite, and heronlyexplana- 
tlon was that “ Steen was such a fraud 
slie preferred a life of sham e to Ids 
matrimonial com pany.” 


OTHER ADVENTURK8. 


H e next captivated a grass widow, 
who was passing herself off on inno­ 
cent young men as a maiden, of fancy 
free, and numerous loving but badly 
spelled epistles, com mencing “ Dear 
Hubby,” and “ Dearest 
were 
exchanged. 
H e captured a carbuncle 
ring of another admirer, which lie 
wore in triumph until admirer No. 1 
got an order for it from the .fair de­ 
ceiver and demanded it ot the only 
original mind reader. 
She was short­ 
ly ufter shipped to the mountains, out 
of the reach of 
Steen’s, magnetic 
glances, and Steen was arrested for a 
board hill of S10 at the Backmau 
House. 


STEEN’S LEGAL TROUBLES. 


At this juHcturo lie was in im m inent 
danger of a coat of tar and feathers or 
the chain-gang, hut a number of dis­ 
gusted friends, knowing him to be a 
strange compound of idiot and lunatic, 
saw him through tlie trouble and got 
his discharge from duress. 
W hile this case was pending he was 
arrested on a charge of petty larceny, 
for stealing a pack of cards and a card 
photograph from a private residence, 
but the jury gave him an honorable 
acquittal. 
In a fewdays he visited San Bernar­ 
dino, where lie made a total failure of 
a public exhibition. 
Oil his return he 
was arrested as a deserter from the 
United States army, but tlie Marshal 
very properly discharged him , as the 
letter had every appearance of being a 
put-up job. 
It purported to be from 
“ Hd. Qrs. U. S. Army, Omaha,” and 
was signed “ Yours truly,V. B. Lewis, 
U. S. A .” 
The “ Hd. Qrs.” was in 
different ink from the remainder, and 
it was all written in a clumsy, rough 
manner. 


CHARITY OF HIS FRIENDS. 


A subscription of twenty-five dol­ 
lars was then secured, his wife paying 
eight dollars and a half of the amount 
and he was sent to San Francisco oil 
the steamer. 


OTHER AMOROUS ADVENTURES. 


In the meantim e however he had 
written to 
the 
dark complexionetl 
keeper of a notorious house, 
im agin­

You can’t imagine how lonesome I 
feel after her, and tell her not to for­ 
get her nflectionate husband D roff 
Charles N. »steen.

W hen I come out if 
I live, I will start a very good compa­ 
ny. 
Address Mr. d ia ries N. Stone, (?)

P. S. Once more and give 
my best respects to m y dear wife and 
tell her I am very lonesome afterher.”
